Tho irionds of Freo Secular Ednca> 
tion bavo mach::to oongralalato tbem- 
Belvos upon irii tbo. ; resalts of tbo 
public meeting of Satui*day ovftning. 
The Board bt Bduoation were fully 
sustained, and a eorios of resolationB 
lately transmitted by them to His 
Excellency approved by an almost 
unanimous vote. In addition to the 
eericB two now rt solutions wore 
introduced and paaaod by tbo mooting. 
Tbo first states plftinly that tbo mainx 
tenanco of tho Froo Sehool eyatciii is 
casontial to tbo iuluro peaco and 
"wolfaro of tbo Colony j and tlio 
Booond rospeotfully rcqucats llis Ex- 
cellency to bund ovor lor tbo uses of 
the Board an addilioiwU Kum of SiiOOO 
to defray tbo -workiDg oxpeiisos of tbo 
Bohools until the first day of January. 
Tho only opposition ciimo from two 
Catholic gontleiiicn who stutod that 
they wished to have their children 
educated daily in religious as well as 
eeoular matters. Ono of these gon- 
-tlemon denounced the propont system 
as "GodlcHs" and predietcd dire rcsulla 
from its continuBuco J but his raclarK 
choly forebodings must bavo beon set 
at rest by ilov ALr lirowning, who 
declared boldly and eloquently that 
the home cirote, tbo ohurob and the 
Sabbath Bobool were the. proper plaoos 
for imparling eeotarian instruotion ; 
and gave it as his eolemn opinion that 
no good over rosuHed irom tbo 
introduction of saoh matters into 
public schools. Rqv Mr Somervillo 
also spoko eloquently in favor of a con- 
tinuance of tbo proeonb systom, and 
having at an early stage of the pro* 
ceedings, while iuboTing nndor a mis< 
apprehension, introduced a resolution 
providing for temporury loea from 
parents, sub.-^cquontl}' v/ilhdrew it amid 
much applausu. Tl>o remarks made 
wore gonorally senHiblo, with tho ex- 
ception of ihoiio over the fviurlh roso-' 
lation. This resoluLion asks for tho 
imposition of a ejiocial scliool tax. 
Some of tho Kpcakcrs took tho un^ 
tenable ground that it v ould bo wrong 
to compel a man wlio.so children did 
not attend Free Schools to con- 
tribute towards tbo support of 
those institu'ions J b:it it was shown 
that to continuo to draw, as now, tbo 
money required for tbo support of the 
Schools from tho general ro venue (to 
•which all sects contribulod), was in 
reality doing precisely what tlio ob- 
jeotoTS deprecated. It was also de- 
monstrated by Drs Powell and Tolmio 
that tbo tax was, not designed as an 
additional burthen on the people, but 
was merely intended to insure tho 
Board a certain Eum of money por 
annum, instead of Bubjocting the 
amount to the caprice of tbo Execu- 
tive or the X/OUDOilj and the resolution 
was paBged. Wo are glad this meet-t 
ing has been bold ; and should His 
Excellency pay tho attention ho has 
promised to tho tleinandti of tb.o pocplo, 
there will be no occasion to iij^ain assuru 
him tliat tlio pulilic uf Vmirouvcr 
Island are in fuvor of Iho inaintunaiice of 
the Free Seliool«, and that, rallior lliaii 
see the Hystcm destroVLHl Ihi'y woukl, 
painful as lliu i-nci-ilicij would prove, con- 
sent to di>pensu with a fnw mure of tliuir 
liudcrworkcd ollicialy, and reserve the 
money now paid tlitni for tlio purpose of 
cdncatiiig the rising generation of the

At the close of a detailed accotiut of 

the iiassii^'o of tlie Emperor of Iliissia 
frnm the Northern linilway stiition to the 
I'^lysee, wiili tlio names oF the I'rince.s 
iuiil liiuli ollicuils presented on both side.s, 
the hallalioiiH of infantry dravvn up at 
the station, and the squadrons of cavalry 
that formed the escort, the presentation.'* 
at the Puliice of the Tuilerie.s, itc , the 
JTonitcur suys. — ''Alon<<tlie wliolo line 
their Majesties received from tlie popula- 
tion tbo ino.st eiitliiisiii.stic ovations.'' 
This is not strietly coireot. Of eiilliu.siain 
from any one there was little, how much 
.soever the personal qualities of tho Czar 
may entitle liiiii to il. Tlicre were places 
aloiif,' wdiicli the IOn)[)eror Napnloon p'ls.sed 
ou bis way to iiieot his .quest where 
utter silence provailod — not, pcrlinp.s, 
from want of good will towurds the Sove- 
reign of France on the part of his subjecis, 
but the fact is tho French have lavished 
their enthusiasm on so many |)er60ns anil 
on so many tliiii;;.^, not alike dcserviiiff, 
that tiicy liavo littlo left for any ono. 
That there weiv grouiis posted near ilie 
tenuiiius niul elsowliure along the line to 
rrivea-wolcoino, or a semblance of wel- 
come, is probable ; but any ono acciis- 
tonifid to ^'I'CKt satlioriiig.s lias littlo ddli 
ciilty in (ii.slin;i;iii.sliiiib' between the iso- 
lated aecliiiiiatioiis of these {groups and 
tlio hearty applau.se of tlio iiiiliired multi- 
tude. If the Jfoniteur puts to tho 
account of eutbusiasm for the Emperor 
Alexander tho cries of "Poland" which 
f^rcelcd him, and which must have pene- 
trated the clo-;o carriiifjo in which lie sat, 
there is notliiti;f to be .said. I don't 
know what reports have liei;ii sent in to 
the police ikpartmeiit liy the ngeiHs 
posted about ou Saturday, but if they set 
down faithfully all they beard where they 
stood, tho remarks of tlio I)>\s1aniler,s 
would bo found mingled with ejiillietH in 
which the iiiinio of f'olaiid was coii|ili.'il 
with that of tho (.'zar, (J(jrtHcli'ikoir, and 
MonravielV. Iho experiment of briiij^ijif; 
tho Russian Autocrat to Paris was a bold 
ono. The national vanity wna, and no 
doubt is, greatly gratilied at tho visit of 
80 great a [loteiitato ; but the events ot 
which Poland bus been the tlicatro are 
too recont, tho ruthless chnstiseincnt in- 
flected upon tho Poles, and tho uiatiner 
iti which tho biimane Interference of the 
French Government was received by tbe 



Minister who ia novr in Pans, are too 
freali in tho ineinory of tbe population, to 
bo obliterated by flatteries addressed to 
their ninonr- proper. Whether the Poles 
have or have not contributed towards 
their own national rnin, wliother they 
have or havo not proved themselves unfit 
for self-t'overnmont or for iiulepcadenco is 
not tho question, Whatever their demer- 
its, the cause of their country has always 
been dear to the French people. No 
Frenchuian but knows that Poles havo 
not spared their Mood ia tbe cause of bis 
country 5 that they fonght in tlio French 
armies with bravery and ndcliny, and 
that the first Napoleon did nothing for 
their country, thoa<;b ho might easily havo 
restored it as an independent State. 
There are many Poles established in Paris, 
naturalized Frenchmen, enfjaged ia coni- 
luercial and industrial pursuits ; several 
havo attained eminence in science and 
le'ters, and one of the most distiiiguisliod 
economists in JFraiico is a Polo. This 
sentiment in favor of Poland is not con- 
fiiied to any class of politicians in particu- 
lar ; tho Legitimists and clerical party 
from community of religious faith, and 
the fjilierals from syinpatliy towards a 
dowii trodden nationaliry, arc on this 
point iigrccd. Tho (riucitc dc France 
otiservcs with truth tlnil if a sense of de« 
coruiu jirovcnts the population froai ct- 
pressiiig ilioir true sfciitimeiita . by loud 
inanifestiitioiis [mid cries of Vive la Fo- 
logiic, it is less ceitiiiri that cncli one says 
to himsell', as ho sce-s piissiiiy before liiiu 
(Uio of those Potentates who reig'> by 
means of the sword and rifled cannon, 
"There goes the vanquisher of the rights, 
the liberty, and the coiiscieiico of citizens ; 
his |)o>vcr has hent all heneath his yoke, 
ami his ti'ininpli i.s the moral defeat of our 
rights and onr liljertios." Wlifii the 
iiaiiio of tho Czar, the name of Mouru- 
vii IT, occurs as tbe vanquisher of all those 
who havo sacririccd their lives in defence 
of their religious and political faith, Iho 
tho I'ccolleeiion of so many noble 
citizens e.x.eciited, so iiiiuiy priests killed 
or exiled, t^o many women and children 
per.secuted is ever present : — 

" In vnin yon decorate your windows 
with banners fringed with gold, bang with 
garlands trees and railroad stations, they 
nro not feelings of joy wliieli llie sight of 
absolute Sovereigns excites, liivoluatar- 
ilv wc say to mir.selves that their glory is 
not ill accordance with the progress of 
huinnnity, and wo repeat with the poet 
that if peoples arc powerful only by tlieir 
Kings, it is only by peojilo that Kings are 
threat." 

The sight of Prince GortsehakofT recalls 
tho memory of one of tbo most painful 
checks which I'^anch diplomacy bus re- 
ceived in modern times, and the Gazette 
reproduces the licspatchcs excliaiii^ed 
bclweon him and M, Drouyn do Lliiiys, 
.Miiii.-'ter ol' Foreign All'iirs, 011 tho sub- 
ject ol Polaiul. It concludes : — 

" Sneii is the history of tho Czar and 
his Minister ; of the men whom we behold 
[lassing before our eyes, followed hy a 
brilliant escort, along the hoiilevards of 
our ca|iital ; and are Freiieliiiien e.Mjicctcd 
to go out joyfully to meet tlifd mighty 
master of l,'JUO,l)00 bayonets I No ! 
there are some things impossible. Tiie 
i)eo[)le are not obliged to practise di|)loni- 
acy ; and they can not he lihuiuul when 
they refuse to lend thmselves tn relined 
combinations of a cumplicated policy. 
Thoir instinct and their scutiiiients nro 
the safeguartl of the Renins which char- 
acterizes their patriotism," 

A far different journal, Le Temps, 
ilcclares that France reeeivi'd from llu-sia 
in the negotiations of an (,'11'ence 

inoro serious than that which Prussia 
would have iiifl'cted even if 8lic hail 
refii.-ed to evacuate Lu.^emhurg, The 
public feeling is roused when the in('( ss- 
ant extermination of Poland is thou.;lit of, 
for it is tlio exteraiiintion ol Pohvnd wliiclf- 
has given to Russia her iiiinion.sa and 
priceless ]irepon leraiiee , The time is 
gone by when lliissia woiil 1 olTer France 
compensation in c.vcliaiigo lor her com- 
placency in the East, and tbo question of 
llie Rhino frontier is no longer with 
Iliis-ia. "Tho Russia alliance," il 
observes, — ■ 

" I)i.-lr,^ta')Io as it is as regards princi- 
ples, would he more than n cheat as re- 
(fards interests. We trust that notliing 
of the kind ia preparing ; but it irf painful 
eiioii^jli not to bo able to ('.Xjiress aiiytbiiig 
hut hope when wo .■should lio able to lui- 
nonnce a eel t liiity. Th:; exclusion of a 
I'vusiiun alliance hIdiiM Iju ii.xed [irinciple 
in onr foreiu'o policy.'' 

The JouriiaL dc Paris also notices the 
correspondence between the Russian and 
French Ministers of Foreign Alfairs ou 
Poland, asks, " What liaa Uuisia done 
since ?''

EDUCATIONAL IHEETIN6. 



The Free School System Sustained! 



A publie;meeting wns held at the Coii- 
grogational Church building, on Siituiday 
evening, to discuss the best monns of cou- 
tinuing tlio educational system of the 
Island nnd to cruloii^o the recent action 
of the Board of Educiilioii in addressing 
the Governor on the subject of Free Edu- 
cation,. The following membors of the 
Board were present: Messrs. Powell, 
Macdonald, Tulinic, Franlilin, Garesche 
nnd Hijrjfins. 

His Worsliip Mayor ISIacdonald was 
called to the chair shorliy idler eii^lit 
o'clock, nnd Mr Wadding'.on (Superin- 
tendent of lustructlou) Qppoiuled Secre- 
tary. 

Mayor Macdonald stated that the 
meeting had been called to ask the opin- 
ion of the public as to what course should 
be pursUL'd, in the i)rcs(!nt linancial em- 
barrassments of the Colonj', to uiuintaiu 
tlie present system of education. 

Dr Powell, Chairman of the Board of 
Education, having been introduced by the 
Mayor, stated that the Hoard wislieil to 
be put in a posilion to convey the wishes 
of the peoiile to his lCxcelkMii?y. 'I'lie 
Board was in favor of continuing the Free 
system but were uuublo to re-open the 
schools owing to a want of funds. The 
doctor then procoaled to read the follow- 
ing history of the cihu'atioiial system from 
the comiuencenjcnt to the present time : 

IIISToKY. 

1. Tho Instilu'.ion of iho Board by Gov- 
ernor Kouiiedy took place Juno 2nd, 18tl5 
The Superiiilcndeut wasiippoluied five days 
afterwurda. A oomplote eeriea of national 
books WBB ordered from Eogfond July 26ib. 
The Central School oo For' etrtet was 
opened Auiust Ist, with 117 boys and 91 
gitls, the *Jonf;rcHulional Uluiich rented ami 
oponed for Iho lioyj Sept. 4ili, lu addition 
to this all the Celonial b'elinols of the Island 
vera put upon l!iu i-inne lo tiut; as the Free 
SchooU newly iuEtltu'od. Tlie course of iu- 
elruction in the dillerent Echoola were put 
upon a regular footiDg, and tba plans - a 
niodel sctioobbouse m Nanaimo Btu...ed, 
approved and tenders 'called for and received 
October 3l8i. 

2. Everythinpr thus far went on satisfac- 
torily, with the excepiioa of a certain 
exiguity of luDds.aDd iho well known hustiliiy 
offCbe then Goretaor towards tree eduuaiioa, 
until the Goal relusal of tha Bouse of Ai^- 
eembly to vele the cstimnlca; when Gov- 
ernor Kennedy irnaicGialely vvriity (Au^usl 
3lst, l(i66), to the lioaid (>l Kducriiion, re- 
fusing 10 guarsinlee any further espoiiditure 
for tLul deportiuenl, but wiilicut (.liisniissin;^ 
any officials, An extract from this letter 
was conaaiaDicatcid by the Board to all tliu 
te&cbers'and others, and loaad its way into 
the public prints. 

3. The lioard, in Ihia nwkward prcdica- 
jnent, at tho Haino liino that it louk cure not 
to compromise its connexions with the Gov» 
ernmeot, did every ihiii;,' in its power to 
.maintain the existence of Ibo Common 
Sotaools, and the teachers nobly co- operated 
with the Board in this attempt, 

4. Finally, Hia E.\ctllency G-jVornor Ken- 
nedy left, and the wliole lidncatiooal matter 
lell into a state of interregnum. 

5. On tha arrival of (Jovernor Seymour, 
the Board hastened to put a atop, if po.'si- 
ble, to such a deplorable stele of things, and 
obtained an audience December 8th, in trder 
to explain tho uncertain position of the 
teachers atjd other matters rulatiag to llie 
state ot Education, to idl which the Gov- 
ernor answered, Ueceinber i4lii: '' 'I'but au" 
cording to a minute Iroin his prodecei.ior in 
this Island, tho whole system r.f the public 
Echoola required refiirniing; and that under 
these circuirntances His lixcellenoy would 
desire to havo sonin time Ihr consideration 
before coming to a docisiun in aiiswcr to llio 
Board." 

6. The obnorvation was repeated to ibe 
Li?g!slativs Uouocil in a message oo Edaca* 
tibn, which is before the public. 

7. Slinrtly after, the Legislative Council 
voted tho SI 0,000, carried in the E.siim,ite.s 
for the currer)t Kilueationul expon.-ics ol tlio 
year, and moreover (a^ waa thiMi fienorally 
■"or.derBlucid) the trri'urj iJui; iu Vancouver 

Islnnd up to March isl, which amouuted to 
§5100 more. 

8. Certain imputationH of tho Jale Gov- 
ernor, accoinpariyin!,'' the ahovo ineniiunod 
mossnKS, n:i!u.',.lly i lici'ei! Iroiii ihn Hoard 
a letter of inepiiry, and this inquiry was iiict 
by a reply froiii (Jovernor Seymour, dated 
April 5ib, in vvhicli ho now ignored the very 
existence of the Board. 

9. Tbi3 letter, as well as the answer of the 
Board, dated April 11th, have been publiebed, 
and two months aftbr Hia K.tceliency wis 
pleased to comply with ilio sncf^esiion of the 
Board by completing the □lunlrer of its 
members nnd reapiioinling tliuau ol the old 
ones who had not resignrd 

10. The Board being thus reconstituted, 
His Excellency informed them, Jane 17th, 

that be proposes to devote to Vancouver 
Island IpCOOO, and this amount he is prepared 
to place uii lcr ils control, lie v.'iil leave it 
with the Buaril to dett rirune 1hi\v tho ijaiilic 
interests in tho matter can l)0 best served, 
but the amount now ( il reii must, be.sidi's 
promotiog the current education of toe cbild- 
reoVseive to extinguish noy tiabiliiiss of the 
Government for past servicep," 

1 1. Thfi position of Iho Hoard was now 
more iliHi^all than ever. Tho arrears up lo 
March Int, lortned a le.(,'al lial)'lily t.) be ax- 
tin^uialied. ainountinii toS.'rlO ); a nmrul e:i- 
gajieineut existed for S3iOO mo e, up to June 
30th; and with every possible ooonouiy, the 
balance ol the year would cost $3000, mak- 
ing in all Sll.OOO ; a very modcriuo cxpundi 
ture lor sixie.in nninrhs, but much loo iai-;;i' 
in view ol li e v(i Oil oll'tited. Under ilio e 
circHin;lat:ces tho Hoard v teil aj a mailer of 
urf,'encv and hamauily lowin-da tho te^clierf, 
uho had not 'receivec^ a cent aiiice Aiittnst 
last;, that the ttrreatg Up tu Deeeinl)ur 31st, 
amounting to $3500, be immediately paid. 

12. This vote was' communicated to [lis 
Excellency Juno 24di, and the Hiiard receiv- 
ing no answer, liie liillov,'ii)i! ri^aohi lions wcro 
drawu up and a copy ban led lo His I'lvcol- 
Jettoy at an audience ob(aine<l July LHih : 

RKSOnt'TIOMS. 

1. That the lioard is unanimously of 
opinion that the system ol Frno liducalion 
establi'bed in Vancouver Island is in ao- 
cordunco with tho wishes of tho community, 
$ind has worked horolororo to tho 8atisfac> 
tion ol this part of tho Colony. 

'i. That the Board is lurihor unanimously 
of opinion that every eQort should bo made 
to continue tho system. 

That tho amount placed at tho disposal

14. The Board lia^ thus been reduced to 
deliberate upon an impossibiliiy , and aller 
much consideration has dec.de I befun alter- 
ing or laying violent hands on the prasenl 
systtm to place ibe whole matter before the 
public, so that it may be opocy debated, and 
tho Board enabled to snbmit such measures 
to flis Kxcelloncy , on Ids return from British 
' o'umbia, as may be in accjrdanco wiin the 
public wifhes. 

Dr Powell, in concluding, said that if 
no more funds were fortliconiing the 
schools must remain closed ; nnd that, 
should a majority of the meoting decide 
in favor of a tiionthly fee, Iho Free S hool 
system would be at an cud. The sum of 
$0000 for current expenses would have 
been sufficient to pay all expenses ; hut 
$3,500 of the amount went to clear oif ar- 
rears, and tho balance— !$'.'5(H» — fell far 
short of the sum required to conliiiue the 
system. The luiinbcr of sciiolars on the 
niainluud was under 80 ; on tho Island 
they numbered nearly 400. 

On metion of the Superintendent, tlio 
resolutions of the Board (above reported) 
submitted to the Governor sonic tiiiio ago, 
were read for tho approval, aduption or 
njeetion of the meeting. 

Tlie first resolution was read. 

Mr McMillan moved its adoption. 

Mr Derhara said he for one conld not 
send his children to the free schools be- 
cause they were not sectarian ; he wished 
his children to be taught; llm; there was 
a 'iotl a.s well as to be lanirlit reiuliiig, 
aritliiuotic, etc. lie was also opposed to 
n school tax on persona who did not send 
their children to those sohools. 

Rev Mr Somcrvillo thought there wns 
no necessity at pre?ciit to discuss tho prO' 
priety of a sclinol tax [boar]. Thai 
might be left to a futiiro meeting. 11c 
was of opinion that the present diUiculty 
might bo tided orer very easily. Tho 
Board represented the Colony very well, 
and enjoyed, he tlionglit, public conlidenco. 
Now, without referring to the sneer of the 
Governor as to tho " groator self-roliaiue 
of the [leoplc on the mainland,' he be- 
lieved that if an effort were made there 
would bo no unwillingness on tho part of 
the people to pay a raodernte fee, at the 
satno time it i.oiiM lie tindci stood that it 
was merely temporary. Let tiie Gov- 
eriuucnt pay half and the people half of 
the expenses, lie thought that were the 
B:)ard to make every e.xcriiou to procure 
a larger sum of money they would bo 
successful. The rev. gentleman then 
inovid tliat the thanks of tliis iiua'ting he 
extended to the Jioai'd for the ell'orl.s tln^y 
liiul imule, that they iio requested to make 
an effort to procure a larger sum, and 
that they charge a small I'eo on each 
scholar attending school, 

Mr Bull said be had believed there was 
a tacit feeling iu favor of the non-secta- 
rian system, and ho was surprised to hear 
^Ir Derliani express views in o|iposition. 
If the ())iposiru)u ciiiue IVoiii only one sect, 
the members of that sect ought to uc(pii» 
cKco ill the views of the majority. The 
fee system would bo a failure. Hardly 
anything would he realijjed from it (hear), 
and he earnestly recommended a coutiiiu- 
aiien of the present sysiem. 

]\Ir II. K, Wilby, of IC^tpiinialt, said 
he had been connected with ono of tin' 
first free schools established on tho Island, 
and could say from experience that the 
fee sys cm would atnoiiiit to nothing. He 
was in favor of free edui;atioii. The 
parents who catiui into llie Colony did not 
look upon free education as the inendicaiit 
(lid on the victuals given him. No; ihey 
looked upon it as a bonus given for 
Rettling- in the country lUaw, and ap- 
plause]. Every parent paid taxes lor his 
(diildicn , and those taxes went into ihe 
general revenue. 'J'lii; people had a ri^lil 
to have t!ie;r children educated to keep 
them out of jail [hcnrl, and it was 
cheaper for the Qovariimeut to odasate 
the children than it was to send polieomen 
to arrest tbem and put thoin in the chain- 
gang LInughter and a))plailEe]. If the 
Government would give no morn moiu'y, 
thou let the pco|)!o subset ibo, Introduce 
the Fco system uiid tlio Free system was 
gone, lie went in for free, notj-jSqotaft'ittn^ 
education, and ho hoped it would" Vbver" 
bo dono away with. Ho supported the 
resolutions of tho Board of Education in 
toto. 

Rev Mr Browning said he beliovcd the 
i3oard had pursued a proper mid valiil 
course. He endorsed their action as just 
and fair, and he had no doubt it would be 
snstainod by tho public. As a clergyman, 



denominational system, such as we have 
hero now. Tho system of education in 
this Colony had rcaflhed a crisis, nnd ho 
believed tho resolnlions of tho Board 
should be sustained by this meeting with- 
out atrieudment. The Board had been 
snubbed by the Exectitive [hear] ; it had 
not received tho treatment its services de- 
served. Tho ago of exclusivcncss was pass- 
ing awny, nnd if Britain expected to con- 
tinue great she must make every effort to 
educate the young or she would go bo- 
bind. We were hero to found a new 
8tatc, nnd it was tho interest of every 
State to educate its children. It wus 
not ulono the interest of parents — it was 
the interest, the ih tv, oi" the Stale to 
furnish free education [prolonged ap- 
plause]. The rev. gentleman olluded to 
tho good work non-sectarian schools 
bad done iu Canada, nnd said it was stuff 
nnd nonsense to talk of tho necessity ot 
teaching children religion in the schools 
What was the home circle, flio Sabbath 
school, tho Church for '/ As a Methodist, 
be did not want priest or layman — not 
even of bis own denomination — to invade 
tho schools and . introduce religious 
matters tiiero. liCt this tiiectiiig speiik out 
1 udly nnd inihcsit itingly in support of 
I-'ree Schools and in dcnnticiation of the 
sys'ciii alteinj)led to bo enforced by the 
Govcrninent [applausoj. 

iilr C. B. Brown, of Esquimalt District, 
said bo v ouUl ho ashamed tu rise up luul 
say Ibat Free EcliouLs weio a lailnrc 
[applause]. lie did not see how any man 
could do it [luughter]. The systeni lind 
been most successful in other countrios, 
and it had been successful here. If parents 
liirl not (lay a fee their children wonld run 
wild ; iind there were a good many here 
who coidtl not pay. Adopt the feu sys- 
tem and you send half the children inio 
the streets to become worse than Siwashes 
[laughter]. The police would be no ac- 
count. Mr Sonioi villu had said " preserve 
tho .system nnd put on a fee." lioiv coukl 
yon put oil a fee and jirescrvc the Free 
sy.-tein ? [hear]. Put the I'lin end id" the 
\v e(l|;c iu and it will bo driven homo [ap- 
pluiise]. In concluding, Mr Brown said 
be hoped tho meeting n'ould endorse the 
action of the Board in ioto. 

Rev Air iSomci-vilU; ex|ila'ncd that in 
proposing a fee he only wished to title 
over the present dinieiilly. lie u-i.-hcd to 
preserve the Free sy.steiu [a|i|ilausc]. 

Dr Tolinie concurred with the gentle- 
men who snid that a fee would fail ; nnd 
he concurred with Mr Williy an to a sub. 
scri|)lioii ill cii.se an ii]i|ilicatioii to the 
(ioverimioiit. for inoic iiioney failed. Ilo 
thonirht Ihe iloaril ctard now see tlie wav 
clear to keeping Ibe schucls ojieii till the 
end of the year [bear]. To Mr Derhnm's 
argii'inent he woiiltl qnole the remark of 
the greit Hugh .Miller, who said that 
after long years of experience lie bad 
never met a per.-oii wdio said he had ac- 
quired an interest in religious matters at 
scliool [hear]. 

Mr Gibbs suggested that the latter 
part of Mr S.omcrvillo's resolution should 
road sub-t'riptioii insie.ad of fee ; and he 
also proposed that the Government should 
give .•pK.'iJii to'.vauls the schools and the 
jieople $ 1 0!i(). 

Mr .McMillan said the fioard wns en- 
titled to a great deal more money than it 
had received, and he hoped the members 
would press their claims.

Councillor Hebbard spoke in favor of a 
ilenoininalioiial systeo) as in I'.nglatid, and 
iiilroduced a qiicstiori of religion, which 
irave rise to expressions of dissent in the 
budy of Ihe hall. 

Mr Franklin ojiposcd tho introduclion 
of religious matters in this discnssioii, and 
claimed that the Free School system, 
which Mr Hebbard oppoiod, bad proved 
bueci's^fiil. 

Mr Davis — \\" here's tho money coming 
from '{ 

Mr C. B. Young replied that if some 
who were fishing for ollices got appointed, 
they'd soon know where tho money was 
to come Iroiii [laughter] He iilhided to 
the miinerons oilicials, tiie expeiisive sys- 
tem of ( ioveriiiiieiil , and the folly of keep- 
in;!; a ligliihbip at the ii:oiitli ol tlu' Fraser, 
and then crying |ioverty when money wuij 
uani' d for educational purposes [ap- 
paii.se]. 

Coinicillor Lev/is olij^cieil lo so lUiitiy 
aiiii'iidnienls and pr()po-.iiious 

Mr I'oiiii;^' ;;ai(l the underlaker had uti- 
ili r:aken to set iis light nnd bad get him- 
self wroiii^ [laiigliier]. 

The third resolution was carried unan- 
imniisly. 

The fourth resolution was next read, 
and, iifier ii s'.iorl ibscassion, passeil, 

Tiio lifth and last resolution, calling for 
the adoption of a School Tax, wus road, 
and 

Mr Young opposed the proposed tax 
because ir, would bear heavily on sects who 
liid not send their children to tho Free 

ScbiKds. 

Mr .Mi.'Millan took the siimo ground. 

Mr Uobcrt Wallacj and Mr ll.ggin.s 
said it made no dilVercnct) whether tho 
imonoy^wfts taken from the general rov- 
nnuo or raised liy n special tax. All 
would have to contribute in either case. 
Tlic object of the tax was to iiisuro tho 
Hoard a certain anioiiiit to work with, 

Jilr Carey siiggeslcd that, tho Govern- 
ment he asked to sol, aside a certain per 
centage on the whole revenue, 

Dr Tolmio said this resolution only ap- 
proved of tho principle of a special tax, 
uud left tbo dotivila with tho Qovoramoiit, 



Mr Gibbs could not see tho force of the 
arguments of those who oppcsed the tax, 
The Catholics, the Episcopalians, the 
Jews, were not called on to pay as such, 
but citizens, without regard to creed, were 
expected to pay, and tho schools were 
open to them. Ho favored a tax. 

Hon. Dr Helmcken remarked tbnt Gov- 
ernment would only bo too happy to im- 
pose a new tax if the people asked for 
ono (applause.) A tax would not niiawer. 
and it would never do to maintain one 
system on the Island and another on tbo 
iiiaiiiland. The Island might stand tho 
tax, hut tho mainland, with its small nnd 
scattered communities, couhl not. lie 
did not think that tho meeting — intlueu- 
tial and numerous as it was — should pass 
each a resolution as this. 

Dr Powell replied Ihnt the object of 
the Board was not to increase the burthen 
of taxation, but to create a separate fund 
that would not bo subject to the caprices 
of those wdio govcrnctJ ti.s, and could al- 
ways be relied oii (bear.) 

Mr Waddington made an oloqtient and 
powerful speech in favor of the rosolution, 
which w.as received with manifestatiaiis 
of satisfaction, and the resolution being 
put to tho meeting was carried by u largo 
miijorily. 

Mr John Jessop, teacher of Central 
School, announced that that school would 
bo re opened on Monday morning by him, 
and that ho would trust, as he had 
trust ed before, to tho Government nnd 
Colony to defray his expenses (npplauso.) 
Mr Jessop paid a warm coiiipliineiit to 
Mr Waddington, tho able and energetic 
Superintendent of Education. 

Dr Tolmie, on behnif of tho Board, ex- 
pressed tho high sense ofgratilication with 
wdiich the zealous nnd untiring exertions 
of Mr Waildiiigtoii were regarded by the 
Board (applause.) 

Mr Waddington, amid prolonged mani- 
festations of popular approval, briefly re- 
turned thanks for the kind words that had 
been spoken of him and his services. 

The Mayor said tho teachers had acted 
nobly and well during the crisis, nnd be 
trusted Govcrniuent and the country 
would yet reward their devotedness to the 
cause of eihication (hear). 

Mr Young claimed tlint it was true 
econumy lor the Government to educate 
the children, ns it cost inucli less lo teach 
them what was right than to punish them 
for doing what was wrong. Free educa- 
tion seemed to be opposed by a sniall 
minority; as tho majority must rule, tho 
minority must give way (hear) There 
could bo hut ono opinion, tlic present 
sysiem was the correct ono ; ho had 
visited tho school during Iho late ex- 
aminations and found that the teachers 
had dono their doty, and that the children 
were bighly IntBlligent. He would offer 
the following resolution ; 

lii.=(dvcd, that this nicelion;, after hnvine 
heard the ie;)',rt and m.-'olulions of ihe lioard 
ol Kdne;ilion, request it to ur(;a on H s lOx- 
cellencylho Governor Ihe necessity ofniak- 
in.i; neee.'.-^ary provision for carrying oo Ihe 
Free Schools of this section of the Colony, 
as it oonsidera the edacalioa of the children 
of paramount importance lo the preeeol and 
future peace and welfare of tho Colony. 

'i'lic rcsoliiliou was carried, only ono 
voice being raised in opposition. 

Mr McMillan (iroposed the followiu™ 
resolution. Mr Richard Hall seconded, 
and the resolution was carried : 

Ilesolvrd, That this meetinf?, through tbo 
Hoard of Kcueaiion, re.opecilully reqursi that 
Hi.s Excellency t!io Governor be pleased to 
place the additional sum ol 82000, to which 
ibis muetini; oonsidera the people of Van- 
couver fairly entitled, at the disposal of the 
Hoard. 

Tlie iiiecling, after thanking tbo chair- 
man for the aldo nnd impartial manner in 
vvliicli be had discharged hia duties, ad- 
journed.
